Reds Wholly in Cnntrol of Berlin, and 
S|irlefet Copenhagen and Brus- 
sels Report RiotA. 

LAUdon, November 14 — The revolu- 
tionary movement, aecompanied by 
strikes, Is spreading rapidly in Eu- 
rope, aooordinf to dispatohos reeelved 
here. 

Riots were reported today from 
Zurieh. Copeahagon and Brussels. 
Holland, fearing that a revolution is 
brewing, has expelled the Bolshevik 
envoy at The Hague and broken off 
diplomatic relations woth the Bolshe- 
vik regime In Uussia. Ueds are now 
wholly In control of many Radical So- 
cialists dominating the government at 
llerllii. 

In Sweden, Radical Socialists have 
Issued a manifesto calling for the es- 
tablishment of a republic and the de- 
mobilization of the army and navy, 
Ilolshevlkism got grip upon the rail- 
way workers In Switzerland, where a 
national strike Is on. German soldiers 
have followed out the Russians in es- 
tablishing soldiers' committees in the 
army.

HINTS TU HKLI> MOl.NTAIN 
FARHTERS 

Washington, t). C— Three million ! 
five hundred thousand people live on ' 
r.tin.niin hill farms In West Virginia, ! 

Kentucky. Tennessee, anil the western 
Iiorlioiis of Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, and yaln only a scant siilisisi- 
once from llielr farming ope'ratioiis. 
On many of these farms the average 
annual ruceiiils from the sale of live 
stock, poultry. ef;KS. and huller ag- 
gregate only JIOO. Most of the farms 
are from ten to thirty-five miles from 
the railroad; rough mountain roads ^ 
which are Impassable during the . 
worst season of winter are the only 
outlets which connect these hill farm- 
ers with oivlIlEatlon. 

It Is the desire of the ITnlted States 
Department of Agriculture to render 
every possible assistance to these , 
nionntainors in order that their farm- 
ini; operations mav he conducted more ] 
prolilaldy, Willi this end in mind the 
I'edeial specialists reinnimeiid that 
tin- lariiii'rs of llie soullierii moun- 
tains should urow three or more i rop ■ 
In rotation, incliidiii!; clover, in m tP r 
that the individual farmer may lie aide . 
to produce lar','er crons and make ; 
more money, and keon the majority of 
the crop land under cultivation all the | 
time. Furthermore, they suggest that I 
more cattle, hogs, and sheep should be | 
maintained, as such live stock will not • 
only increase the cash income, but al- ; 
so will help materially in Improving 
fertility conditions which, in the long 
run, will make for the production of I 
larger crops. A four-yt^r rotation of 
soy lioans. ryo, clover, and corn Is w ell 
adapted for use on these soulliern 
nioiinlain faniis. j 
Sell Animal I'mdiicls 

It is iiri;ei' that eai li raniier prai'- 
tiie a s>sleni of manauemeiit wliicli 
will allow liiiii to convert his surplus 
eraiii and rouKliai;e Into such concen- 
trated marketable prodtice as cheso, 
butter, bacon, hams, and xausage. as 
the comparatively high value of thcfe i 
commodities per pound makes It pos- I 
sible to transport t^ieni long distances | 
over rough roads at a profit to the i 
producer. Recommendation is made 
that all the mountain communities 
which are not readily accessible to 
markets should organize and operate 
cooperative cheese factories, wherever 
possihle. The cost of ei|iii|ipinK one of 
these small factories rarely exceeds 
$l.eiiii. wliicli means an oiill.-iy on the 
pan of twenty farms of only $.'0 
a'lie.-e, 'I'lie wliev. a li\-)ii-odiicl of llie 
i peese niakini;. is a valiialile food for 
liop., 

"Itcsling" i.inid rnproliiuhie 
Tlie common practice of lettini< the 
land He Idle for a few years to "rest" 
after it has produced a crop of com 
Is not necessary. Tnder the usual sys- 
tem 'ot farming In the hill country 
even the rich coves on mountain sides 
are seriously depleted in fertility af- 
ter three or four years. Rotation of 
crops keens up fertility^ as well If not 
better than letting it "rest" and grow 
up to weeds. At the same time this 
practUe hrinijs a farmer more money, 
since it keens the land hnsy all the 
time. 

practical rotation can lie licKiin liy 
croiipiiiK one fourth of tlie tillalile 
area in tlie spriiii; to soy heans, wliicli 
may he harvesti'd for hay. Suhsr 
(inently the hean stulilile can he har- 
rowed and prepared for a crop of win- 
ter rye. The clover should be sown 
on the rye land during the late win- 
ter or early spring, ao that the field 
may remain in elover for two years 
At the end of this period It should be 
broken and cropped to corn and then 
the rotation abould be repeated, Man- 
aged In this way the average farm can 
carry two to three cows, five to six 
young cattle, and a sow with live or 
six ulgH.

Washington. November 14 — The 
^Itroad Administration plans no re- 
duction in railroad emidoyee-i' wapes 
under peace conditions, and likewise 
no material lowering of freight and 
passenger rates.
